Volunteer Brigade Concentrated Ef­ 


forts Towards Saving Other 


Buildings Threatened. 


Fire, believed to have originated 
from a defective Hue, Tuesday night 
destroyed purctically all 
the stock 
and the two-story frame building, at 
Freetown, occupied 
by 
the general 
store of Lockman 
& 
Brown. 
The 
stock is 
estimated 
to 
have been 
wrorth about $8,000 and a value of 
from $1,500 to $1,800 was placed on 
the building. 
The 
firm carried $5,- 
750 insurance on the stock, $1,000 on 
the building and $250 on the fixtures. 
Mr. Lockman, one of the proprie­ 
tors, was here today and said the fire 
was discovered about 
7 o'clock by 
William Cornett as 
the 
latter wa- 
leaving the building. 
Preparations 
were being made to close the stoic 
for the night, but about ten or a doz­ 
en people were in the building when 
the blaze wns first. seen in the second 
story. 
Comett saw 
the 
light flickering 
from the windows on 
the 
second 
floor and returned to a-k if anyone 
was in that part of the building. 
An 
investigation was immediately start­ 
ed and when the doors were opened 
it was found that tlie entire upper 
part of the building was enveloped in 
flames. 
The ceiling 
was 
ablaze at 
that time. 
A heavy tin roof kept the 
fire from bursting through the top «»t 
the building and the flames did not 
appear on the exterior until the en­ 
tire roof caved in. 
It is said that if 
the flames had gained much greater 
headway the ceiling would have fal­ 
len in on the first floor. 
When the fire wa- reported an ef­ 
fort was made to save a> much of the 
stock as 
passible, 
but 
the flames 
made such rapid headway and Un­ 
bent was so intense that tin* citizens 
who offered their services were soon 
forced from 
the 
building. 
A few 
show cases with their contents were 
carried from the building, but prac­ 
tically none of the stock was saved. 
The store occupies three room- in 
the same building. 
One is used as 
the grocery department, another for 
clothing and dry good- and the third 
as a warehouse. 
The heat was -o intense that the 
hotel building across the street was 
scorched and for a time after the tin 
roof caved in other buildings in the 
vicinity were threatened. 
The Free­ 
town fire brigade was quickly organ­ 
ized for action but 
could 
not get 
close enough to the burning building 
to effectively fight the flames an I 
turned their efforts towards saving 
the 
other 
buildings. 
The 
general 
store building was 
a 
total wreck, 
having been burned to the ground. 
Mr. Lockman and his partner do 
not know whether they will rebuild 
and again enter 
in 
business there. 
'Fbe firm lias been one of the most 
successful in that part of tin* coun­ 
ty and had established a large and 
profitable bu-'nes-.

Deputy fi-li and game commission­ 
er, Fred M. Ehlers, has been in the 
city for several 
days investigating 
alleged violations 
of 
the laws de­ 
signed for 
the 
protection 
of fish, 
game and song birds. 
He left Tues­ 
day night for another section of his 
district but said he would likely re­ 
turn here in a few days to continue 
work which he 
h a s already started, 
lie does not announce where he i- 
going for he has found that by keep­ 
ing his 
movement- 
secret 
he fre­ 
quently can discover violations which 
would otherwise be kept from him. 
It is known that several forms of 
violations of the 
hunting 
and fish 
laws were 
investigated 
by Ehlers 
during his 
visit 
here. 
One of the 
reasons for his trip was the inform­ 
ation which he said came to him di­ 
rectly to the 
effect 
that hoys have 
been killing robins 
and 
other song 
bird-. 
He said the department was 
very strict about enforcing the regu­ 
lations 
protecting 
such 
birds and 
that 
he 
desires more 
information 
about the complaints that have been 
filed with him. 
Ehlers said that 
the 
robins were 
of great value to the farmers and 
tluH the department proposed to see 
that they are protected in every city 
and township 
in 
the state. 
It is 
stated that a voting robin will eat hi- 
own weight 
in 
insects 
each day 
which -hows the necessity of pro­ 
tecting them. 
Ehlers declared that 
he knew that some of the robins had 
¡been killed by 
boys 
within the city 
limits. 
l!ii recalled that there is an 
ordinance in force in this city which 
attaches a penalty to the use of fire­

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The first step towards putting the

ceeded under caution to the home 
signal and stopped his train. 
A flagman started back immediate­ 
ly, but before lie reached the proper 
distance the second section of train 
No. 86 came along with the engine 
working steam. 
It appears that the 
engineer of the second section of No, 
80 disregarded signals. 
The engine of the second No. 80 
ran into the steel coach on the rear 
of the first section of No. 86 and all 
the injured and fatalities were con­ 
fined to passengers in this coach, with 
the exception of a porter and mail 
clerk who were in the club car im- 
mediatelv ahead.

New York Central trains, one of them 
the 
Twentieth

«washed together in a thick fog, one 
mile west of Amherst, early today. 
At least twenty-one persons were 
killed outright. 
Some of the others 
injured are fatally hurt. 
A tally 
made by the undertakers and news­ 
papermen at the scene showed that 
twenty-seven bodies, thirteen of them 
identified, have been taken from the 
debris. 
Railroad officials insisted 
four hours after the wreck that only 
fifteen of the dead had been found. 
All of the dead and injured were 
passengers of the first section of 
eastbound train No. 86.

JOSEPH G. MARSHALL (24) 
Of Joseph G. Marshall, it is said 
Indiana never produced his equal in 
breadth and strength of intellect. 
Among the members of the bar, he 
was called the “Sleeping Lion,” and 
when once aroused, lie could stir the 
passion and 
sway the 
feelings of 
people as no other lawyer. 
He was 
born in Kentucky, the >on of a Pres­ 
byterian 
minister; was 
graduated 
from 
Transylvania 
University, 
in 
1823, and settled in Madison, the 
home 
of 
many 
famous 
lawyers. 
Marshall’s ability placed him in the 
front rank, and in 1830 was elected 
Probate Judge. 
He was twice pre­ 
vented from going to the 
1 nited 
States senate— 1S44 and 1850. 
The 
Whigs and 
Anti-Nebraska parties 
had a majority, but the democrats 
refused to sit in the election. 
In 
1840. Marshall wa> the Whig nom­ 
inee for governor, but was defeated 
by James Whitcomb. 
In 1849 he de­ 
clined the appointment as governor 
of 
Oregon territory, 
tendered by 
President Taylor. 
Marshall was the 
bitter political opponent of Jesse P. 
Bright, and these two giants had 
many spirited encounters. 
In 1852

wedding was one of the most brilliant 
social affairs in the history of the 
capítol.

What is a baby worth? 
Professor Irving T. Fisher of Yale, 
urging the adoption of a bill for com­ 
pulsory social insurance for workmen, 
told the committee on social welfare at 
the statehouse, In Boston, that be esti­ 
mated the value of a baby to be $90. 
“And I estimate the value of an adult 
to be $4.000," said the professor. "The 
value of an aged person, by computa­ 
tions under the proposed system, l'é­ 
cornés a negative quantity. 
“The proi»osed bill will bring pre­ 
ventive medicine into every home. 
Last year there were 030,000 unneces­ 
sary deaths in the United States. Ttw> 
bill also will distribute the enormous 
burden of sickness so it will not en­ 
tirely overwhelm a worker when it 
comes.”
